The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

The Mayor stated that this was a Special Called Meeting for the
purpose of discussing with local developers a proposed City rights—cf-way
dedication policy in new subdivisions. Under question was how much right-
of-way developers should dedicate without cost to the City, and on what basis
the City should pay for right-of-way which exceeded the prescribed widths.

The City Planning Commission had recommended that subdividers dedicate
up to 80 feet of right-of-way except in cases where the subdivider could show
that he needed only 60 feet to serve hils area. The City would then pay for
the difference.

No action was taken and further discussion was planned for the future.
